To I.atoiiia will/fall the honor of giving the most 
valuable stake in Kentucky next fall, the Latonia 
Gup. a huiidieap at two and one-(|iiarter miles for 
thri‘e-y<*ar-olds and over wliiidi will have $7,500 
added. Mr. Haelimeister exiKTts the easterners to 
resfMMid more lilM'rall.v than ever with nominations 
to tliis stake, which lias always proved the best 
eup rare in Kentucky.

The owners and trainers who 
are resting their charges at Douglas Park an* going 
along slowly with them, as it is a trifle too early 
to “tighten th<*m up’’ as yet and many of the 
horses which had a hard eampaign, need a rest.

The minimum 
purse value of $800 is the magnet which attracts 
the 1-n‘aiii of racers to Kentucky and the stake 
values are higher than in any other field. In ad- 
dition to having an unusually large amout of money 
to run for in stakes and overnight races there is 
to Im* a $1,(MK) or over handicap daiiy. Owners and 
trainers are n*quested to make their applications 
for stable room at Douglas Park not later than 
two weeks before the meeting opens. 

Latonia get.s one day more of racing this autumn 
than the other three Kentucky tracks comhiued, 
Douglas Park, riiurehill Downs and Lexington, 
tli«*r»* being a seliedule of twenty -five racing days 
alloted the Milldale course. It will be at this 
plant that the two-year-ulds will get a chance to 
sliine in the Queen City Championship Stakes, which 
will be a handicap dash at one mile. This race 
will have $5.(MM) added and it is sure to draw out 
the best in the Juvenile line from all localities.

In the ineantinie Mr. Thomas 
Monahan, the owner of Textile, had forwarded to 
Miss Daiiigerfleld the $25 that She had paid for the 
mare. He did not wish the lady to be at tlie ex- 
|K*iise of iMKirding Miss Hudson for life after she 
had given such a g«M>d colt as The Spinner. It 
was a lucky piece of philanthropy for Mr. Mouahan. 
for. in due Ume, Miss Hudson gave u fine-looking 
foal, a brother to The Spinner, 

“It was charity. to give the old mare a home,” 
said Mr, Monahan. “Now you see what site has 
clone in return. It maj' be she has pr(Mlu<*t*d as 
gcMcd a horse as 'riic* Spinm*r. I have 1 m*i*ii offered 
$15.(MM> for him. It only shows that folk should 
apprec'iate what has b«*c*ii done for them. Had it 
not lK*eii for Miss Daingerfield’s sympathy Miss 
Hudson might have gcuie into the hands of some 
farm«*r or peddler, and goodness knows wliat would 
liave lM*comc* of her or the colt. 

“It also proves the vitality of Textile. 1 now have 
seven yarlings by him and all of them cidts. This 
Is an extraordinary showing. • During the* coming 
year I am going to select som<* tiptop mares for 
him and will Im* miic-li siiriirised if he* c1cm*s not 
prcMlucc* some toiuiot<*li horses.

'I'extile has brought me back into it again, and 1 
am iiiccrc pleasc*d than ever now that I can brc*c*c| 
my own liorsc*s, for it is certainly au interesting 
part of the s|K»rt.

Mam*liester (’ui>). Although not In the Stud Book 
owing to their tap-rmit, Maggie Laiid«*r, lK*ing of 
unknown pe^ligreo, these tlin*e mares produced 
such good winners, and were so smart tlicmsi'lves 
(as witness Galloping (Jueeii’s Portland I’late and 
other siircesses). that they were in all probability 
of quite x»ure bloial. Mention of iliiK-ot’s Brock - 
lesby siH*cess brings to mind the extraordiiiar.v 
iiunilK*r of winners of that ra«*e traiued in a few 
years by .lolm Watson. Beginning with .lest in 
1890 lie won it again in 1897 with Gay Lotliair, 
ill 1898 with Anuiratli, in 1899 with llulcot, in 
1901 with Fast (’astle, and in 1902 by aid of Sky- 
scraper. Of tliese six winners in seven years, .lest, 

(Ja.v liothair, and Hulcot bi*longed to Mr. Itotlis- 
eliild; Aiiiuratli and SkyscraiM>r to Mr. Raphael 
(the father of the owner of Laiviers), and Fast 
(’astle to .Mr. Wagg. That was Hiileot’s only sin*- 
eess ill 1899, but others trained hy A. llayliiK* 
and Watson, who for some years prior to Hayiioe’s 
retirement in IIMH (after St. Aniaiit had given liiin 
the satisfaetion of training a Derby winner for 
his employer) had ea«*h a nuiiilK*r of Mr. Uoths- 
eliild’s string in charge, succt*<.*ded so well tliat 
the aggregate winnings came to over $.55.(NN). 
Griffon won the Astley Stakes and Autniiin 
Breeilors’ Foal Plate at Maiieliester, Athani the 
(’liesterfield Stakes at Newmarket Seeoiid July 
(bi'utiiig The Gorgon, Pellisson, etc.), and ('|ios<*n 
the Fn*e Handicap (for tlircc-year-olds). ('racko 
had won the Lincoln St:ikes the dav' before llulcot 
s(*ored in the more imiMirtaiit Brockh'sby. and sev- 
eral races siibsequ(‘iitl3\ Juqm*inart picked up a 
(‘oiiple of little spring raees. Fusco otiliging simi- 
larly in the autumn. The Newmarket Biennial 
and the I)i*e Stakes at Cliester fell a prey to Tri- 
dent, giving away weight all round in each case, 
and Vatel tiaik tlie (’roxteth Plate at Liverpool 
.Vutumii. Tlie.se were not all. but to mention 
the doings of every horse each j'car is imiiossiblc. 

A Melton Year. 

The year 19(M1 was a i>oor one financially, only 
$23,002 lK*ing pick<*d up in stakes, 'i'liat was the 
season in which Mr. Musk<*r carried well-nigli 
everj'thing before him with his Melton two-year- 
olds, Britannia, Ixird Melton. I’rim-ess Melton. *(’an- 
terbury, Bay Melton and otli(*rs. However, 
Iloricles, by Florizel II. — Rosalie, was given plenty 
of time to grow to liis big frame and, after 
running third to Veles and Lird Melton at Ascot 
lie fulfilled but <*m* more engagement. 'I'liis was 
in the July Stakes, and he ran so well that Im* not 
only lK*at such as Bay Melton. Hamlic.ipiicr aud 
GimmI Morning, but nearly won outright. The 
finish was remarkably close, and the Judges gave 
it as a dead -heat between Dorich's ('I'. l.K>atcs) 
aud Vcles (J. H. Martin), with Bay Melton 
(Sloan) third, a ne<*k away. Doricles was a 10 
to 1 eliaiice. In 1901 he was first saddled for the 
'fwo Thousand. Not so good a favorite as Veles, 
he fairly and squarely lK*at the latter, but was 
himself relegated to second place by Sir Ernest 
('assel’s outsider, Handicapper, which won by two 
lengths, -with Osboecli third and Veles fourth, and 
such as St, Macloii, Ix>rd Bobs, Orclmid, Bay Mel- 
ton, etc., in the unplaci*d lot, Doricles was second 
again in the Newmarket Stakes, a desperate finish 
between four of the seven runners ending in the 
<hoft head victory of the Duke* of I'ortlamPs 
William the Third (M. Cuunuii), who tlius beat 
brother “Kenimy.” Third, lieaten a liead from 
Doricles, was Maher on Sir J. Miller’s Aid.i (win- 
ner of the One Thousand) and Ian (O. Madden) 
was fourth a head bt*hiiid the third. Those two 
s«‘vere races iKissibly took some of the ste<*l out 
Ilf Doricles, for in a huge field, for the Derby he 
was unplaced to Volodyovski, William the Tliird, 
and Veronese, and in the St. George Stakes at 
Liverpool he succumbed to Mr. Arthur James* 
Fortunatus, “Morny” again beating his youugcr 
brother. 

A Memorable St. Leger. 

Doricles then won the Brighton Gup and the 
Cliumpion Breeders’ Foal Stak<*s at Derby, but his 
opponents were not brilliant, ami when he came 
out for the St. Lt*ger a whole row of others were 
backed in preference from Volod.vovski (0 to 5 on). 
Fortunatus and Jacobite II. (10 to 1), Revenue 
aud Veronese (100 to 8), aud Ian (100 to 0) down 
to Pietermaritzburg and Lird Bobs at 25 to 1. 
Against Doricles and Princess Melton 40 to 1 was a 
(•urn*ut offer, Cynical, Ada, Syiicros, each on 
offer at 100 to 1. How Doricles won the last 
of the classics from Voloilyovskl, witli Revenue 
at the head of the others, is an oft- told tale and it 
need only Iw said here that the finisli was a 
Iniinpiiig one, owing to Revenue swerving on to 
Volodyovski, which was between him and I)nri<*Ies. 

That did iijo good to the Derby winner and Doricles, 
on the outside, was the quickest to recov«*r, going 
on and outstaying Mr. Wliitney’s colt b.v a neck. 

.Vii objection by “V'oly’s” rider, L. Reiff, on the 
ground of bum ping was overruled, tlie stewards 
being of tlie opinion that V’olodyovski was iiiter- 
fen*d with, but not by tlie winner. An iiii|Mirtant 
handicap won in the spring of that year was the 
Queen’s Prize I13’ llulcot ((\ Manser up), wlii<*h 
readily dis|M»sed of the favorite Lackford, 0«lM*eh 
and iiiiiiierous others, including Nightshade, SilMila, 
Aim*t*r, the .\merieau horse, Reiissel.aer, llawfiiieh. 

Most Exci*lh*nt, ete. Giiiiilda won three juvenile 
races in the spring. lK*giiiiiiiig with tlie Liii<*oln 
Plate and ending with tlie Fitzwilliam. Vatel. Royal 
Ivy, Fosi'o, Venus and Hulcot wen* the chief prize- 
winners ill 1IMI2, lluleot securing tlie Luig Course 
Trial Plate, Venus the Trlenninl PriMliice Stakes 
(ithree-.veur-olds) at NewHii.irket F'irs/t October, 
Ro.val Ivy the May Plate of I.IKHI sovereigns at 
Keiiiptoii, beating Ard Patrick (which was giving 
him twenty-one iMuiiids). That was alMuit three 
weeks lM*fore Ard I*a trick won the Derby. Fosco, 

now aged, was goml enough to win a coiqile of sell- 
ing plates ill big fields in the autumn and— 

but let the eurtaiii descend on 1902, for St. Amuut 
demands entrance. 

About St. Amant. 

It is Ascot iu 1903, aud tin* Coventry Stakes 
runners have gone down to the post. M. F. 

Alcxamhr’s Bitters, which had come in alone 
for the Stamford Plate at Chester is favorite at 
2 to 1, with John o’ Gaunt, which had run L^rd 
Roseberry’s Chelys to a head at Newmark«*t, second 
in re<iuest at 9 to 4. A “dark” colt, u handsome 
bay, by St. Fnisquin — Lady Loveruie, has plenty 
of admirers at 5 to 1 or tlieroabouts, but bar the 
three 100 to 8 is offered, and any price you like 
almost concerning some of the others, of which 
Lancashire is on the small side, while Herbert 

Vincent (a two-year-old, by St. Simon lM*l<»nging 
to Mr. Croker) is another friemlless one. Later 
ill life he is to become well known under N. II. 
Rules. The race ends in tin* easy victory of St. 
.\maiit from Iiam*ashire and Bitters, and H.-iyliiKi’s 
hopes are justified. ,\t (JiMMlwood the colt lK*nt 

Henry the First in the 1‘rincc of Wales’ Stakes, 
with gooil <Mlds on him, lint in the ('hampagne 
Stakes he was tmly third of five to the |M*erless 
Pr<*tty I’olly and Laii(*ashire. He subseipiently 
lK*at L*ucadia and two .others for the Rous 
.Memorial at Newmarket, and then in the Middle 
Park Plate he again had his iiumher taken down 
by Pretty I’olly, but Lancashire was this time 
unplaced. As a two-yi*ar-old St, Amant won 
$23,705, little mon* than the amount contributed 
by Bass Rwk, a g<KMl-bM>king gray sou of Grey 
Leg — ^Pindi, which was bred by Sir John Uobinsoii 
and iMinght as a y«*arling for a “monkey” by 
liord Rotliscliild, wlio presented him to his bnitlier. 
Bass Buck won six rai*es out of nine, inclusive of 
tlie Ascot Biennial, Fern Hill Stakes, Great Lan- 
cashire I’.reeders’ Produce Stakes, and the Chester- 
field Nursery at lX*rby, carrying in the last- 
meiitioiu'd race 125 pounds, four im»uiu1s more than 
Trid<*iit won it umlcr, ('atgut and V'eiius were 
among the other contributors, as was Kiinstler. 
'I'his last was a chestiuit fivc-j'car-old by Juggler 
— Dorcas. In quick succession he won the Pyteh- 
Icy and Buc<lcm*h Handicaps at Nortliampton, the 
Doveriilge Handicap at Derby, and the l.,<‘icester- 
shire Spring Handicap. Then came a couple of 
failures, followed by a success In the Doncaster 
Spring Handicap. Despite tills list of smeesses, 
he was given but 103 iiouiids in the Royal Hunt 
('up, and many people thought him outclassed. 

Tlie Ring shared that idea, and he started at ^ 
100 to 3, such as St. Bn*udaii and Roe O’Neill V 
being Joint favorites at 9 to 2. with the Hungarian, W 
Hazafi, Duke of Westminster, Kileheran, General ^ 
Cronje, Burses, Imperious, Kearsage (American), 
Handicapper, and others preferred to him. Kunstler 
won. however, beating ImiK*rious (Lord Howard de 
Walden’s) by a neck.

Brilliant Achievemeats of Sheen and Willonyx in 
Winning the Cesarewitch Under Heavy Imposts. 



It to he a tradition that no animal handi- 

u^jH'd at I'Jft pounds or over could be seriously re- 
volt'd as a prospeotire winner of the CeBiirewitch, 
ami for over a half century the popular belief was 
supiM>rte»l by fuetjs. The famous lon»r -distance 
haiidi<‘a)> was instituted in the second year of Queen 
Victoria’s leijrn. and it was not until 1890 that tlie 
race was carried off by a horse with 126 iMuinds or 
jnore in the saddle. The animal to distinguish him- 
self by beating the previous best was the flve-year- 
old Sheen, owned by the Russian siwrtsman, Prince 
Soltykoff. • 

Sheen was a son of Hampton — Radiancy, by Tib- 
thoi-pe -Meteor, and was bred by the Prince. There 
was nothing about his .juvenile career suggestive of 
gn*at things in the future. As a matter of fact, 
the colt was only once placed in four attempts in 
his two-year-old days, and as in this instance there 
were only live runners all t<dd there was nothing 
gaudy about the performance. 

He did much l>etter as a three-year-old. Fol- 
lowing a couple of failures, he recorded his first 
win ill the Ascot Derby, run over the Swinley 
(’ourse. but was unplaced in a mile event the next 
afterinHui. Then he upset the substantial odds 
laid on Galore in First .luly Week, and siibse- 
<iuentl.v won three of the remaining five races in 
which he took part that year — a dead heat with 
^ir George ('hetw.vmrs Grafton at Kempton Park 
rejirescnting one of his successes. In his third sea- 
son Slieen won thrice in a half-dozen efforts, cap- 
turing a “biennial” at the Graven meeting, and 
l»eating Renburb in the Jockey Club Cup late in the 
ye:ir. 

Sheen's Final Season. 

The son of Hampton took some time to find his 
form in his fourth and final season, being unsuc- 
cessful in his first tliree races. When he once got 
going, however, there was no stopping him. He 
lH*at a gooil band for a handicap over the Suffolk 
Stakes course at the Newmarket Second July Meet- 
ing, his next ajipearance l>eing in the Cesarewitch, 
in which he was set to carry 128 pounds. The 
FrencJi filly Alicante was backed down to 5 to 2 
jigaiiist. Sheen’s final quotation lH*ing 1,000 to 30 
against. 

There were more than the us^ial numlier of French 
visitors, the majorit.v of whom, of <-ourse. were 
faithful to M. Ephrussi’s fill.v. Mori'over. they had 
a good run for their mone.v, to appl.v. the vernacu- 
lar. Ah the horses came down the hill tlie favorite’s 
victory was loudl.v proclaimed, but Sheen was h.andy 
and going well and later it was evident that the 
lop- weight had the measure of the “invader.” and 
lie finally won comfortably by :i s-ouple of lengths 
:iml another “reconl” had lieen established. The 
merit of Sheen’s performance was uaturalb’ recog- 
nized and Prince Soltykoff. Tom Jennings, Sr., and 
Fn*d Webb were all warmly congratulated. 

Webb, who rode a patient and well-judged race, 
had won the race twenty -one years earlier on 
31 r. Naylor’s Cherie. Webb was then a young light- 
weight, as may be gathered from the fact that 
(’herie carried only seventy -seven ixmnds. Re- 
verting to Sheen, it ma.v be observed that had not 
rain fallen heavily a couple of days before the race, 
the five-year-olds would probably not have run, 
and the modest commission with which he was 
entrusted was not “pla<-ed” until the eleventh hour. 
Sheen ran but once more, in a plate over the last 
two miles of the Cesarewitch ctuirse, which he 
won easily-. 

Advent of Willonyx. 

Two or three attempts to put the record of Sheen 
in the shade were made later, notably by The 
Wliite Knight, which ran second to l>emure in 1907. 
with 138 pounds on his back, but twenty-one years 
elapsed ere the record of Hampton’s son was beaten. 
The Willon.vx came along and won the race, carrying 
three pounds more than the burden under which 
Sheen had won. Willonyx was the property of Mr. 
C. E. Howard, and was a son of William the Third 
— TrilMinyx. lie ran but once as a two-year old, 
lieing unplaced to Lonawand in a race at Kempton 
I'ark on Easter Monday. 

As a three -year-old Willonyx tyas more busily en- 
gaged, taking part in no fewer than thirteen races, 
of which he won five. He had no difficulty in 

beating a moderate band for a maiden race at 
Kempton Park, while he Avas even less troubled 
to dispose of a commoner called Sanhedrin in a 
race at I.iugfield in June. At Ascot he lH*at Ha.v- 
dcn. Islington Green and several others in the Uigh- 
Weight Stakes, wliile he defeateil Whisk Broom 
;ind two others in the Knowsley Dinner Stakes. His 
final Victory was in the Free Handicap at the 
Houghton meeting, in which he beat Thalia by a 
neck. 

It was not, however, until he had attained the 
age of four years that Willonyx developi^l his full 
IMiwers, He certainly failed to concetle 114 jxiunds 
to King Midas in a race in Craven wi?ek; but there- 
after his career Avas an uninterrupted round of 
brilliant successes. He led off by Avinning the 
Chester Cup with 114 pounds up. following Avhich he 
easily won the Ascot Stakes Avith tAvo pounds more 
in the saddle. A couple of days later he aa-od the 
Gold Cup b.v a neck from Charles O’Malley, with 
Declare, YelloAV Slave and Greenback also in the 
field. 

Another Record Put Up. 

Then came his Cesarewitch triumph. Notwith- 
standing the fact that he was carrying more than 
Sheen's “record” Aveight. he had so many friends 
that he stiirted joint faA’orite with Mirador at 
9 to 2 against, others to be backed being Martingale 
II. and PapaA'cro. Ridden by W. Higgs, the son 
of William the Third reached the winning post 
three parts of a length in advance of Martingale II., 
with Papavero third, five lengths farther away. 

There Avere, by the way, one or two “incidents” 
in connection AA’ith the race. Wolftoi sustained a 
broken leg, Avhile Stephen Donoghue, Avho rode 
Clunqu-eux, <-omplained that he Avas nearly knocked 
over by Clannish. Though the stewards agreed 
that iHuioghue was justified in his complaint, they 
exonerated Clannish’s rider. Willonyx wound up by 
l>eating Martingale II. by twenty lengths in the 
Jockey Club Ciqi. The following season he en- 
tenMrup<»n stud iluties at a fee of 3t»0 guineas. 

That lM>th Sheen and Willonyx were downright 
goo«l horses on the <la3*s of their respectiA'e tri- 
umphs. .admits of no argument. Opinion ma.v, hoAV- 
ever. differ as to Avhich was the more meritorious 
performance, Probabl.v that of Prince Soltykoff’s 
champion will ln*ar the closer iiispe<-tion, in spite 
of the fact that Mr. Howard’s colt’s burden was 
the heavier. Alicante, the runner-up to Sheen, was 
considered a reasonably good thing for the long- 
distance handicap, and that she was a fill.v of 
more than average excellence Avas evidenced when 
she «*asily lieat a big band for the (Cambridgeshire 
:i fortnight later. Other of Sheen’s victiitis were 
Vasislas, Fallow Chat. Silver Spur, Gousalvo, Shall 
We RememlK'r and Parlington, all of whom aaoii sub- 
stantial prizes in their time. 

Willonyx. on the other hand, Avas somcAvliat fav- 
ored by the qiialit.v of the opposition,. Avhi<*h with 
two or three exceptions. A%'as coin|H»sed of imalerate 
.‘iiiinials, the jdek of the basket lieing Dalmatian, 
Yellow ShiA'e, the penalized Trepida, (!olumbus and 
Clarenceiix. Ka'cii so. hoAvever, tlie Osarewitch 
victory of Willonyx ranks as one of his greatest 
achievemmits. if not the greatest. — “J. F. I*.” in 
I.ondon S|K»rting Life.

WILL NOT RETURN TO FRANCE 

Fred Burlew Decides to Remain iu this Country 
and Open Public Training Stable. 

(By Ed Cole). 

Saratoga, N. Y., August 11. — Fred Burlew, 
who has lM*en looking after Chireuce Mac- 
kii.v’s horses in France. has decided that 
he will not r<‘turn to France, but remain liere and 
either buy some horses, open a public training 
stable, or accept a iiosition as trainer for one of 
the larger owners. “Rai ing seems to have come 
back here.” said Mr. Burlew. “and this is a prett.v 
good country, good enough for aiiybinly to. live in 
so I have decided to settle down and finish my 
career on this side of the Atlantic.” 

As usual, there was a strong delegation from 
IMiiladelphia at the Springs today, including A. 
Boyd, A. Strauss and brother, George Merritt and 
several prominent politicians.
